DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 25 
August 2006 has been entered. 

2. In response to the previous office action, Applicant has amended claim 26 and 
cancelled claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 7, 9, 10, 12-20, and 23-25. Claims 21, 22, and 26 have been 
examined. 

Specification 

3. In view of Applicant's cancellation of all of the claims that depended upon the 
previously discussed incorporation by reference, the objection to the specification has 
been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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4. Claims 21, 22, and 26 is allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As noted in the previous office action, claims 21 and 26 each recite a partial 
digital signature number set selecting step that is not disclosed by the previously cited 
references. No art could be found that would render it obvious to choose the claimed 
set. 

Claim 22 is allowable based upon its dependence on claim 21.
